Quincy  School 
back  in  the  city  budget 


A  citywide  letter  writing 
campaign  augmented  with  a 
highly  publicized  news  con¬ 
ference  in  Chinatown;  and  fi¬ 
nally  a  meeting  with  Mayor 
Kevin  White,  has  apparently 
saved  the  20  Boston  Com¬ 
munity  Schools  -  including 
Chinatown’s  Quincy  Com¬ 
munity  School  -  from  being 
closed.  Purposed  reductions 
in  next  yeaFs  city  budget  had 
threatened  the  future  of  the 
community  school  system. 

“The  basic  structure  of  the 
community  schools  will  be  re¬ 
tained,”  said  John  Vitagliano, 
the  city’s  housing  commis¬ 
sioner  who  also  headed  Mayor 
White’s  recent  review  of 
human  service  agencies  and 
community  schools.  “The 
major  obstacles  have  been 
overcome,  considering  what 
might  have  happened  to  the 
community  school  a  couple  of 
months  ago.” 

In  March  the  City  ad¬ 
ministration,  hoping  to  offset 
a  deficit  budget,  considered 
firing  76  community  school 
employees.  For  the  Quincy 
Community  School,  the  prop¬ 
osed  terminations  would  have 
meant  four  administration 
persons  fired,  the  school’s 
“core  operation,”  which  has 
been  responsible  for 
generating  about  $320,000  in 
annual  funds  for  the  school. 
Without  the  four  persons  and 
the  money  they  raise  from 
public  and  ptivate  sources, 
the  Quincy  Commmunity 
School  would  probably  have 
had  to  close  down  most  of  its 
activities,  according  to  QSCC 
administrator  James  Yee. 

According  to  the  City’s 
spokesperson,  Vitagliano,  the 
drastic  budget  reductions 
were  aimed  at  the  community 
school  system  because  the  the 


City  believed  that  the  com¬ 
munity  school  system  “had 
outlived  its  usefulness.” 

But  the  administration  at 
City  Hall  did  not  count  on  a 
well  coordinated  and  massive 
campaign  by  community 
school  organizers,  students 
and  parents. 

As  soon  as  the  word  was  out 
about  the  proposed  cuts,  the 
Quincy  School  on  held  a 
press  conference  that  was  co¬ 
vered  by  local  newspaper, 
television  and  radio.  Other 
community  schools  across  the 
city  wrote  to  local  newspapers 
protesting  the  cuts  and 
pointing  out  the  benefits  of 
the  community  schools,  which 
include  after  school  prog¬ 
rams,  language  classes,  and 
social  and  recreational  ac¬ 
tivities.  On  April  25  Boston 
Globe  printed  an  editorial  in 
favor  of  retaining  the  schools. 

Each  of  the  community 
schools  also  started  a  letter 
writing  campaign,  with  pa¬ 
rents  and  students  writing  to 
the  Mayor  and  asking  his 
support  for  the  schools, 
pointing  out  their  cost  effec¬ 
tiveness  and  the  degree  to 
which  they  are  used.  By  May 
1  nearly  1000  letters  reached 
the  Mayor’s  office  and  an 
equal  number  were  delivered 
to  the  City  Council  chambers. 
The  letter  writing  campaing 
was  effective. 

As  Vitagliano  pointed  out, 
any  time  broad  based  support 
is  shown  for  any  proposal  it 
has  an  impact  on  City  Hall. 

On  April  30,  nine  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  community 
schools  met  at  City  Hall  with 
Vitagliano.  ‘They  were  well 
versed  and  had  done  their 
homework,’  he  said.  ‘The 
Mayor  was  impressed  with 


the  caliber  of  their  presenta¬ 
tion.  They  were  very  respon¬ 
sible  and  had  a  positive  ef¬ 
fect.’ 

Although  Mayor  White  did 
not  make  any  commitments 
to  the  nine  representatives  at 
that  meeting,  according  to 
Jay  Carney  of  the 
Cleveland/Marshall  Com¬ 
munity  School  in  Dorchester, 
they  came  away  ‘more  op¬ 
timistic’  than  they  had  been 
during  the  past  month. 

‘But  we  are  not  out  of  the 
dark  yet,’  Carney  told  the 
Sampan.  ‘We  have  not  seen 
the  budget  and  we  could  still 
suffer.  The  biggest  danger 
now  is  over  confidence.  We 
are  definitely  going  to  keep  up 
this  campaign.’ 

Vitagliano  agrees  that  they 
should  not  stop.  ‘There  are 
still  tough  decisions  to  be 
made  ’  about  the  budget,  he 
pointed  out.  To  offset  a  $26 
million  city  deficit,  cutbacks 
on  many  city  agencies  are  in¬ 
evitable  and  Vitagliano 
hinted  that  the  community 
schools  will  be  affected  as  well 
as  other  city  projects. 

Quincy  School  adminis- 
^trator  James  Yee  is  hoping  for 
at  least  the  same  level  of 
funding  of  $1.5  million  the  20 
community  schools  have  re¬ 
ceived  over  the  past  two 
years.  It  is  small  bite,  Yee 
points  out,  in  a  city  budget  of 
almost  $600  million. 

Quincy  School  sent  numer¬ 
ous  letters  to  the  Mayor  and 
has  also  sent  a  booklet  illus¬ 
trated  by  small  children.  The 
supporters  plan  to  keep  the 
flow  of  letters  and  requests 
going  to  City  Hall  ‘just  to  let 
them  know  we  are  still  here,’ 
said  Yee. 


Resignations 

rockCEDC 


Five  senior  staff  members 
at  the  Chinese  Economic  De¬ 
velopment  Council  (CEDC) 
and  CEDC  Chairman  of  the 
Board  Edward  Guen  resigned 
their  positions  the  first  week 
of  May  in  the  culmination  of 
an  internal  staff  battle  that 
pitted  the  five  staff  members 
against  CEDC  Executive  Di¬ 
rector  William  Leong. 

The  five  who  submitted  res¬ 
ignations  include:  May  Ling 
Tong,  director  of  community 
development;  Chris  Lane,  di¬ 
rector  of  housing  and  de¬ 
velopment;  Jeanette  Mark, 
head  of  personnel;  David 
Freeman,  director  of  re¬ 
search,  and  development;  and 
Ron  Doyle,  comptroller.  Each 
of  the  five  heads  a  division  of 
CEDC  activities.  Their  resig¬ 
nations  are  effective  as  of 
June  6.  Chris  Lane,  however, 
has  agreed  to  stay  on  at 
CEDC  to  complete  a  low- 
income  housing  project  which 
he  had  started  work  on  last 
fall. 

Edward  Guen,  who  took 
over  the  CEDC  board  chair¬ 
manship  just  six  months  ago, 
resigned  effective  im¬ 
mediately.  Vice-Chairman 
George  S.  Pan  has  been 
named  the  new  chairman. 

Over  the  course  of  the 
winter,  the  CEDC  board  of  di¬ 
rectors  became  aware  of  a 
strong  staff  morale  problem 
coupled  with  opposition  and 
resentment  toward  Leong’s 
leadership.  In  response,  the 
board  created  an  Ad  Hoc 
committee  which  conducted 
interviews  with  the  staff  and 
Leong  in  an  attempt  to  re¬ 
solve  the  differences.  The  Ad 
Hoc  committee  was  composed 
of  Edwai'd  Guen,  George  Pan 
and  Deborah  Kee. 

Most  CEDC  staff  and  board 
members  who  were  inter¬ 
viewed  did  not  want  to  be 
quoted  by  name.  The  general 
consensus,  however,  from  all 
of  them,  was  that  the  Ad  Hoc 
committee’s  investigation  led 
to  one  conclusion,  simply, 
that  the  five  division  heads 
would  quit  if  Leong  was  not 
fired. 

On  May  1,  the  Ad  Hoc  com¬ 
mittee  reported  to  the  full 
CEDC  board  in  a  special  meet¬ 
ing,  which  ended  in  a  closed, 
executive  session. 

“It  was  unfortunate  that 
the  whole  problem  had  to 
come  to  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors,”  George  Pan  told  the 


SAMPAN.  “We  had  to  take  a 
position.  The  board  voted  al¬ 
most  unanimously  in  support 
of  the  executive  director.” 

Upon  hearing  the  news  of 
the  board  vote,  the  five  senior 
staff  members  submitted  res¬ 
ignations. 

The  board’s  vote  of  confi¬ 
dence  for  the  executive  direc¬ 
tor,  however,  turns  out  not  to 
be  a  vote  of  confidence  neces¬ 
sarily  for  Leong. 

“The  vote  supporting  the 
executive  director  was  qual¬ 
ified,”  said  one  board  member 
who  participated  in  the  closed 
session  and  the  voting.  “It 
took  a  lot  of  discussion.  (We 
realized  there  was)  no  way  to 
restructure  the  whole  agen¬ 
cy,  and  this  prompted  the 
vote.” 

Leong  said  he  was  “aware” 
of  the  interpretation  that  the 
vote  was  in  support  of  the  of¬ 
fice  of  the  executive  director 
and  not  in  support  of  him  per¬ 
sonally. 

The  board  also  made  two 
motions  during  executive 
session.  One  directed  Leong 
to  report  to  the  full  board 
within  two  weeks  of  May  1 
with  an  explanation  of  how  he 
plans  to  handle  the  staff  prob¬ 
lems.  (This  motion  was  made 
before  any  of  the  resigna¬ 
tions.)  The  other  board  action 
was  a  vote  to  form  the  Office 
of  Economic  Development 
Compliance  Committee)  OED 
is  the  CEDC’s  federal  funding 
source). 

The  newly-established 
Compliance  Comittee,  with  a 
board  member  representing 
each  division  vacated  by  a 
resignation,  plans  to  oversee 
Leong’s  performance  in  much 
greater  detail  than  ever  be¬ 
fore. 

‘We  are  not  pleased  with 
Bill  Leong’s  performance  and 
that  is  why  we  are  stepping 
in,’  said  the  Compliance 
Committe  Chairman  Jackie 
Kay.  ‘The  problem  is  not  to 
step  in  too  far.’ 

In  discussing  his  resigna¬ 
tion,  Edward  Guen  said  the 
demands  of  the  chairmanship 
were  already  digging  into  his 
time  before  the  staff  blow-up. 

‘The  direction  of  the 
agency,’  Guen  said,  ‘with  the 
loss  of  five  senior  staff  posi¬ 
tions,  would  make  the  time 
even  more  demanding.  In  the 
six  months  I  was  chairman  I 
did  not  see  that  I’d  moved  the

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In  garment  shops,  under-the-table  work 
benefits  the  boss,  not  the  worker 


Last  month  the  Sampan 
featured  an  article  about  the 
lack  of  translation  provided 
by  the  local  office  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Ladies  Garment 
Workers  Union  (ILGWU)  for 
its  1100  female  Chinese  gar¬ 
ment  workers  in  an  estimated 
50  shops  in  the  Chinatown 
area.  The  union  does  not 
translate  notices  of  union 
meetings,  benefits  or  con¬ 
tracts.  There  are  only  two  per¬ 
sons  in  the  ILGWU  who  are 
both  clerks  who  are  available 
to  provide  Chinese  union 
members  with  verbal  transla¬ 
tion,  and  to  hear  their  com¬ 
plaints  and  problems.  This 
month.  Sampan  examines 
some  difficulties  between  the 
union  and  some  of  its  Chinese 
members. 

When  business  slowed 
down  last  year  in  the 
Chinatown  garment  shop 
where  Judy  Chang  worked, 
the  shop  boss  told  her,  along 
with  others,  that  there  was 


not  enough  work  for  them.  He 
would  call  them,  he  said, 
when  business  picked  up. 

Judy  Chang  (not  a  real 
name)  applied  for  unemploy¬ 
ment  compensation.  After 
completing  the  forms  at  the 
Division  of  Employment  Sec¬ 
urity  in  the  Hurley  Building 
at  Government  Center, 
Chang  began  receiving  about 
$50  a  week  in  unemployment 
cony)ensation. 

A  month  later,  the  shop 
boss  told  Chang  to  return  to 
v;ork— at  least  on  a  part-time 
basis— and  he  would  pay  her 
’under-the-table’  while  she 
continued  to  receive  money 
from  the  state.  Although 
knowing  this  was  wrong, 
Chang  agreed  to^the  illegal 
arrangement.  She  needed  the 
money  and  she  knew  that  if 
she  did  not  return  to  work  her 
boss  would  simply  call 
another  worker. 

The  legal  term  for  the  ar¬ 
rangement  described  above 


between  Chang  and  her  boss 
is  fraud.  The  penalty,  if  the 
worker  or  the  boss  were 
caught,  ranges  from  a  fine  to 
a  jail  term.  According  to  12 
garment  workers  from  seven 
different  shops  interviewed 
recently  by  SAMPAN,  the 
practice  of  collecting  un¬ 
employment  while  working 
for  pay  is  ‘widespread’  in 
Chinatown’s  garment  indus¬ 
try.  Each  of  the  12  workers  in¬ 
terviewed  said  that  at  one 
time  or  another,  for  different 
lengths  of  time,  she  had 
worked  ‘under-the-table’ 
while  receiving  unemploy¬ 
ment  compensation  from  the 
state.  ‘Under-the-table’  pay 
for  work  is  illegal  because  of 
IRS  tax  laws.  These  pay¬ 
ments  are  unreported  income 
and  not  properly  taxed. 

Milton  Kaplan,  manager  of 
the  ILGWU’s  Boston  Joint 
Board  located  at  33  Harrison 
Ave.,  told  SAMPAN  he  was 
aware  of  the  practice.  But 
Kaplan  pointed  out  that,  like 


other  illegal  practices  of  the 
shop  owners,  there  was  little 
the  union  could  do  unless  a 
worker  complained. 

‘They  (Chinese  garment 
workers)  want  to  collect  at 
both  ends,’  said  Harvey 
Brightman  the  union’s  office 
manager,  explaining  why  he 
thought  workers  do  not  com¬ 
plain.  Brightman  added  that 
he  thought  the  workers  are 
more  interested  in  receiving 
cash  in  the  hand,  than  in  re¬ 
porting  illegal  labor  acts  by 
the  bosses. 

By  illegally  paying  a 
worker  under-the-table  a 
shop  owner  saves  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  money  by  av¬ 
oiding  federal  and  state  tax 
on  wages.  Combined,  these 
taxes  amount  to  about  5  per¬ 
cent  of  an  employee’s  earn¬ 
ings,  paid  entirely  by  the 
employer.  While  this  ar¬ 
rangement  is  financially  be¬ 
neficial  to  the  garment  shop 


owner,  the  garment  worker 
stands  to  suffer  long-term 
losses.  By  receiving  under- 
the-table  payments,  the  gar¬ 
ment  worker  is  not  only  av¬ 
oiding  paying  her  Social  Sec¬ 
urity  tax,  but  also  loses  Social 
Security  credits  thereby  low¬ 
ering  the  amount  of  money 
she  could  get  from  the  federal 
government  upon  reaching  65 
years  of  age.  Furthermore, 
the  garment  worker  is 
jeopardizing  her  union  pen¬ 
sion,  which  is  based  on  re¬ 
corded,  wages  and  hours 
worked  as  a  union  member. 
ILGWU  retirement  is  based 
on  20  ‘  credited  years’  of  work 
as  union  member.  Acredited 
year  is  a  minimum  of  870 
hours  of  work  per  year.  By  not 
recording  hours  because  of 
under-the-table  work  a 
worker  may  fall  below  the 
minimum  of  870  hours,  and 
will  lose  an  entire  ‘credited’ 
year  towards  retirement.

Chinatown’s  Quincy  Com¬ 
munity  School  appears  to 
have  been  saved  from  total 
elimination  from  next  year’s 
City  budget,  but  it  is  not  out  of 
the  financial  woods  yet.  Nor 
are  other  Chinatown  social 
service  agencies  which  were 
counting  on  City  dollars  to 
support  community  ac¬ 
tivities. 

In  another  blow  from  the 
city,  Chinatown  recently 
learned  that  no  money  from 
the  $26.1  million  federal 
Community  Developement 
Block  Grant  (CDBG)  program 
for  Boston  will  be  channeled 
into  human  services.  The  loss 
of  CDBG  monies  will  put  the 
squeeze  on  the  Quincy  School, 
CACA,  the  Golden  Age  Cent¬ 
er,  YMCA,  and  Chinese  YES 
programs. 

According  to  a  statement 
from  Mayor  White’s  office, 
the  1980  CDBG  money  will  be 
used  for  job  creation  and  the 
development  of  certain 
neighborhood  business  dis¬ 
tricts.  Nine  city  business  cen¬ 
ters  were  mentioned  in  the 
Mayor’s  statement,  none  of 
them  being  Chinatown. 

City  plans  also  call  for  $6.7 
million  to  be  used  for  a 
citywide  home  weatheriza- 
tion  program  and  another  $2 
million  for  housing  rehabili¬ 
tation. 

Human  services,  which  in 
the  past  have  accounted  for 
only  about  10  percent  of  the 
annual  CDBG  money,  were 
not  mentioned  in  the  Mayor’s 
statement.  John  Wise  of  the 
Mayor’s  office  confirmed  that 
no  human  service  agencies 
will  be  getting  CDBG  money 


None  of  the  Chinatown 
agencies  that  have  received 
CDBG  funds  in  the  past  and 
have  written  grants  for  next 
year  said  the  cutback  would 
cripple  their  programs,  but  all 
admitted  it  would  hurt. 

James  Yee,  administrator 
of  Quincy  Community  School, 
said  QSCE  asked  for  about 
$60,000,  up  $10,000  over  last 
year.  The  money,  he  said, 
funded  such  programs  as  the 
Youth  English  as  a  second 
language  classes. 

“At  this  point  the  outlook  is 
very  grim,”  Yee  said.  He  said 
the  school  will  have  to  take  a 
serious  look  at  maintaining 
present  programs  and  would 
make  an  effort  to  “offset  the 
loss  of  that  money.” 

Ruth  Moy  of  the  Golden  Age 
Center  said  her  organization 
had  asked  for  $17,000.  Eleven 
thousand  of  that,  Moy  said, 
was  to  seek  matching  funds 
for  a  broad  program  of  elderly 
service.  The  $11,000,  she  said, 
would  have  brought  in  a  total 
of  about  $40,000. 

“Things  are  pretty  dark 
right  now,”  Moy  said.  “A  lot  of 
that  $40,000  goes  into  staf¬ 
fing.”  Moy  also  predicted 
without  the  CDBG  money  the 
center  would  have  to  lay  off 
some  staff  persons. 

The  Chinese  American 
Civic  Association  had  asked 
for  about  $40,000  to  be  used  to 
support  three  of  its  programs. 
Gloria  Chun,  Chairman  of  the 
CACA  board  said  the  loss  of 
CDBG  money  for  human  ser¬ 
vices  will,“hurt  everybody.” 

“It  just  means  another  pro¬ 
blem  of  finding  funds  some¬ 
place  else,”  Chun  said, “and 
the  prospects  of  finding 
money  elsewhere  in  this  tight 
economy,  are  dismal.”

Caroline  J.  Chang,  former 
manager  of  the  Chinatown  Little 
City  Hall  and  long-time  com¬ 
munity  leader,  has  been  appoint¬ 
ed  acting  Regional  Director  of 
the  Office  for  Civil  Rights  for 


the  U.S.  Department  of  Health 
and  Human  Services  (DHHS)  in 
New  York  City.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  and  Human 
Services,  formerly  the  U.S. 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare, 
(HEW)  was  created  when  HEW 
became  two  separate  depart¬ 
ments— the  Department  of  Ed¬ 
ucation  and  the  DHHS. 

Ms.  Chang  is  the  only  Asian 
to  be  appointed  to  one  of  10 
regional  directors  posts  around 


the  country.  She  is  one  of 
the  highest  level  Asians  within 
the  Department  of  HHS. 

The  Office  for  Civil  Rights  of 
DHHS  is  responsible  for  investi¬ 
gating,  reviewing  and  monitoring 
health  and  human  delivery  sys¬ 
tems  as  they  effect  certain 
minority  and  protected  groups 
as  defined  by  civil  rights  legisla¬ 
tion.  The  regional  jurisdiction 
of  OCR’s  NYC  office  covers  the 
states  of  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
as  well  as  the  Virgin  Island 
Territories,  and  Puerto  Rico. 

One  of  the  office’s  major 
priorities,  according  to  Ms. 
Chang,  is  the  office’s  current  re¬ 
view  of  NYC’s  plans  to  close 
several  city  hospitals.  The  OCR 
review  of  the  city’s  hospital  sys¬ 
tem  has  received  nationwide 
attention  as  a  result  of  a  com¬ 
plaint  filed  by  the  NAACP  and 
pressure  from  NYC  urging  the 
federal  government  to  provide 
additional  funding. 

Ms.  Chang,  a  lawyer,  had 
been  with  the  OCR— HEW  for  6 
years  where  she  held  the  posit¬ 
ions  of  equal  opportunity  spec¬ 
ialist  within  the  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  Division, 
Post  Secondary  Education  Divis¬ 
ion  branch  chief,  and  most

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SOLVING  CHINATOWN'S  HOUSING  NEEDS 

A  PLAN  FOR  DISCUSSION 


Everyone  seems  to  agree  —  there 
is  a  housing  shortage  in  Chinatown. 
As  graduate  students  in  Tunney 
Lee's  Neighborhood  Planning 
Workshop  at  MIT,  we  have  spent 
several  months  studying  the 
problem.  In  particular,  we  have 
looked  at  some  possible  sites  in 
Chinatown  and  the  South  End,  the 
number  of  housing  units  possible  on 
each  site,  and  the  financial  feasibility 
for  development  on  two  of  the  sites. 
We  will  present  our  findings  to  you 
in  this  article. 

First,  the  most  important  finding 
to  mention  is  that  Chinatown  is  one 
of  four  Boston  neighborhoods  that 
has  been  designated  a 
Neighborhood  Strategy  Area  (NSA). 
The  Chinatown  NSA  includes  the 
area  around  Lafayette  Place  down  to 
Beach  St.  As  an  NSA,  Chinatown  is 
eligible  to  receive  special  assistance 


from  the  Federal  government. 
Specifically,  this  assistance  is  a 
program  sponsored  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  called  Section  8.  It 
provides  rental  assistance  for  low 
and  moderate  income  families. 
Chinatown  still  has  75  units  of  Sec¬ 
tion  8  housing  (worth  about  $3  mil¬ 
lion),  but  without  a  housing  strategy 
very  soon  it  will  lose  these  units  to 
another  neighborhood.. 

Although  the  sites  looked  at  by 
our  class  fall  outside  the  boundaries 
of  the  NSA,  it  seems  possible  that 
with  a  good  housing  plan  the 
original  NSA  boundaries  can  be  ex¬ 
tended,  If  this  is  done,  our  findings 
reveal  that  with  imagination  and 
support  from  the  community, 
Chinatown  could  have  a  start  on 
much  needed  new  or  rehabilitated 
low  and  moderate  income  housing.

NEEDS 


Despite  Boston's  increased 
Chinese  population  from  5,500  in 
1960  to  15,000  in  1980,  the  land 
available  for  Chinatown's  develop¬ 
ment  has  been  shrinking.  From 
1938  to  1965  the  building  of 
highways  and  the  expansion  of 
Tufts-New  England  Medical  Center 
and  other  institutions  have  reduced 
Chinatown  from  28,5  acres  to  19.8 
acres.  In  addition,  land  prices  have 
gone  up  substantially  because  of 
surrounding  developments. 

Of  the  existing  Chinatown  hous¬ 
ing  stock,  only  22%  is  sound  —  this 
compares  to  86%  for  all  of  Boston.  A 
majority  of  Chinatown's  housing  is 
in  a  dilapidated  or  deteriorating 
state,  largely  because  much  of  it 
was  built  in  the  1 800's  and  because 
there  has  been  no  major  rehabilita¬ 


tion  effort  recently.  The  issue  of 
overcrowding  compounds  the  hous¬ 
ing  problem  further.  Currently,  80% 
of  the  units  are  overcrowded.  A  re¬ 
cent  analysis  of  waiting  lists  of  Tai 
Tung  Village  and  Mass  Pike  Towers 
shows  approximately  2270  Chinese 
residents  in  need  of  housing. 

Because  of  these  overwhelming 
conditions  there  is  a  critical  need  for 
Chinatown  housing.  In  order  to 
reduce  overcrowding  and  raise  the 
quality  of  deteriorating  housing,  it  is 
estimated  that  at  least  680  new  u- 
nits  are  needed.  For  reasons  of 
cultural  coherence,  ease  of 
language,  and  convenience  to  living 
necessities  and  transportation,  any 
new  housing  construction  for 
Chinatown  residents  should  be 
located  in  Chinatown. 
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THE  CHOP  PLAN 
AND  OTHER  SITES 


The  Chinatown  Housing  and  Land 
Development  Task  Force  (CHLDTF) 
has  investigated  several  sites  for 
family  housing.  Their  investigation, 
referred  to  as  the  Chinatown  Hous¬ 
ing  Plan  (CHOP),  includes  in  part  the 
following  sites:  the  block  bounded 
by  Oak.  Nassau.  Ash  and  Harrison 
Streets  (Chop  Site  #2)'.  Parcel  R1 
located  in  the  center  of  the  block 
bounded  by  Hudson.  Harvard,  Tyler 
and  Kneeland  Streets  (CHOP  Site 
the  site  bounded  by  Harvard, 
Kneeland  and  Harrison  Streets 
(CHOP  Site  #b)-,  and  the  parking  lot 
in  the  center  of  the  block  bounded 
by  Harrison,  Beach  ,  Tyler  and 
Kneeland  Streets  (CHOP  Site  ^6). 


Sites  numbers  2  and  5  are  owned  by 
T-NEMC  and  will  require  negotia¬ 
tions  with  T-NEMC  for  major  con¬ 
cessions  before  housing  can  be  built. 
Site  number  4  is  owned  by  the  BRA, 
but  is  currently  occupied  by  the 
YMCA.  (Note:  The  complete  CHOP 
is  available  from  the  CHLDTF  in  the 
Quincy  School  Complex,  885 
Washington  St.) 

The  parking  lot  and  the 
townhouses  on  Harvard  betweeen 
Hudson  and  Tyler  Streets,  owned  by 
the  Chinese,  Christian  Church,  is 
another  possible  site  for  housing. 
Approximately  fifteen  units  could  be 
located  on  this  site. 
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SECTION  8  SUBSIDIES 


The  Federal  governments  Sec¬ 
tion  8  subsidy  enables  families  of 
low  and  moderate  income  to  afford 
standard  housing  in  either 
rehabilitated  existing  structures  or 
new  construction.  This  is  done  by 


supplementing  the  family's  monthly 
rent  so  that  the  building's  owner  can 
pay  his  monthly  mortgage  and 
operating  costs.  Families  are  re¬ 
quired  to  pay  no  more  than  25%  of 
their  gross  income  for  rent.

The  old  Pine  Street  Inn,  the 
townhouses  at  the  Harrison  Avenue 
end  of  Pine  Street,  and  the  parking 
lot  between  are  owned  by  the  BRA. 
The  Inn  was  recently  vacated.  The 
parking  lot  is  largely  unused.  Only 
one  or  two  floors  of  one  of  the  four 
townhouses  are  occupied. 


Rehabilitation  of  the  Inn  and 
townhouses  and  new  construction 
on  the  parking  lot  would  yield  about 
32  apartments. 

Our  analysis  shoyys  that  this 
rehabilitation  and  small  amount  of 
new  construction  would  not  in¬ 
terfere  with  the  potential  develop¬ 


ment  of  the  rest  of  Parcels  R-3  and 
R-3A  (behind  and  in  front  of  the 
Inn).  Also,  the  elevated  Orange  Line 
currently  running  near  the  site  is 
firmly  committed  to  be  removed 
within  five  years  by  the  MBTA.  Thus 
this  site  presents  the  best  site  for 
housing  in  the  immediate  future. 
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OLD  QUINCY  SCHOOL  C 


The  old  Quincy  School  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Association 
(CCBA).  It  is  about  22.000  square 


feet  in  size  and,  according,  to  our 
analysis,  could  accommodate  ap¬ 
proximately  13  units  of  housing.  The 
CCBA  has  plans  to  use  the  old 


Quincy  School  for  their  offices  and 
community  space,  but  our  analysis 
suggests  that  such  use  by  the  CCBA 
could  be  accommodated  along  with 
the  housing.

Salt— 

the  other  white  powder

Everyone  knows  that  top 
much  sugar  contributes  to 
tooth  decay  and  obesity. 
But  excessive  salt  can  be 
harmful,  too.  Since  the 
1920’s,  low  salt  diets  were 
known  to  be  effective  in 
lowering  the  blood  pres¬ 
sure  of  hypertensive  indivi¬ 
duals.  On  the  other  hand, 
people  who  eat  a  great  deal 
of  salty  foods  were  found 
to  have  a  higher  incidence 
of  hypertension.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  in  Northern  Japan, 
where  highly  salted  soy¬ 
bean  paste  is  widely  con¬ 
sumed,  the  hypertension 
rate  is  about  two  to  four 
times  as  high  as  in  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States.  However,  to 
adhere  to  a  low  salt  diet  is 
inconvenient  to  say  the 
least.  In  our  present  socie¬ 
ty,  salt  is  added  to  just 
about  every  processed 
food.  In  addition  to  salt,  a 
large  array  of  additives,  and 
seasoning  also  contain  so¬ 
dium  —  the  portion  of  salt 
that  is  linked  to  hyperten¬ 
sion.  For  the  Chinese,  the 
main  culprits  in  these  cate¬ 
gories  are  monosodium 
glutamate  or  MSG  and  soy 
sauce.  The  food  industry 
uses  salt  not  only  as  a 
cheap  preservative  but  also 
as  a  cheap  filler  and  or  fla¬ 
vor  substitutes.  Once  salt 
Is  added  to  the  food  prod¬ 
ucts,  it’s  quite  impossible 
to  take  it  out.  Nor  do  the 
manufacturers  intend  to, 
even  under  pressure  from 
the  nutritionists.  The  manu¬ 
facturers  are  resistant  to 
the  idea  of  leaving  salt  out 
of  their  products  due  to 
their  fear  that  the  consum¬ 
ers  will  reject  the  new 
bland  products. 

The  fact  is  that  we  do  ac¬ 
quire  a  taste  for  salt.  For  in¬ 
stance,  how  many  parents 
have  tasted  the  new  un¬ 
salted  baby  foods  and  auto¬ 


matically  added  some  salt 
to  ensure  that  the  infant 
would  eat  the  food.  We  be¬ 
come  accustomed  to  salty 
foods  very  early  in  life  and  a 
very  conscious  effort  is  re¬ 
quired  to  reorient  our  taste 
buds  to  a  much  lower  level 
of  salt.  Governmental  ac¬ 
tions  to  protect  the  public’s 
health  cannot  be  relied  on 
as  there  are  just  too  many 
factors,  political  and  others 
for  our  policy  makers  to 
consider  along  the  way. 
However,  individuals  can 
directly  control  their  diet 
and  activities.  For  example, 
you  can  decrease  the 
amount  of  salt  in  your  diet 
by  switching  from  pro¬ 
cessed  fresh  foods  and  by 
using  less  highly  salted 
foods  in  your  daily  cooking 
and  at  the  table.  The  crux  of 
the  matter  is  whether  you 
want  to  control  how  much 
salt  you’ll  eat  or  let  some¬ 
one  else  such  as  the  food 
industry  executives  decide 
for.  you.

Preserved  foods  such  as 
Chinese  sausages,  pre¬ 
served  duck,  preserved 
egg,  etc. 

Processed  foods  such  as 
bacon,  cold  cuts,  hot  dog, 
canned  vegetables,  canned 
soups,  frozen  T.V.  dinners, 
etc. 

Commercial  bakery  items 

such  as  apple  pie,  sweet 
rolls 

Snack  items  such  as  potato 
chips,  pretzel  sticks,  pre¬ 
served  plums,  pickle, 
crackers,  cookies,  corn 
flakes,  etc. 

Fast  foods  such  as  cheese 
burgers,  french  fries,  pizza, 
chocolate  shakes,  etc. 
Convenience  foods  such  as 
instant  soups,  instant 
noodles,  instant  dessert 
items,  etc. 


Why  Doctors  don’t  always 
prescribe  drugs

When  a  patient  visits  his 
doctor  for  an  illness,  he  of¬ 
ten  expects  to  receive  a 
prescription  and  may  won¬ 
der  why  when  he  doesn’t. 
The  reason  is  not  that  a 
doctor  has  forgotten, 
doesn’t  care  or  doesn’t  be¬ 
lieve  the  patient’s  story. 

Illnesses  come  in  several 
varieties.  Some  cannot  be 
diagnosed  at  the  first  visit 
and  may  require  additional 
tests  before  the  appropri¬ 
ate  treatment  can  be  insti¬ 
tuted.  Rather  than  treat  in¬ 
appropriately,  the  doctor 
may  wait  for  the  results  of 
additional  tests  or  watch 
for  the  development  of  fur¬ 
ther  symptoms  to  make  the 
diagnosis  and  start  appro¬ 
priate  treatment.  All  medi¬ 
cations  have  side  effects 
and  the  doctor  has  to  de¬ 
cide  whether  the  possibi¬ 
lity  of  benefit  is  greater 
than  the  risk  of  harm. 


Sometimes  the  doctor  will 
not  prescribe  a  drug  be¬ 
cause  he  feels  it  will  do 
more  harm  than  good.  For 
example,  antibiotics  given 
inappropriately  may  loose 
effectiveness  in  fighting 
subsequent  bacterial  infec¬ 
tions. 

Many  illnesses  resolve 
spontaneously  and  do  not 
require  specific  medica¬ 
tions.  For  example,  medi¬ 
cines  for  the  flu  or  cold  do 
not  make  you  recover  fas¬ 
ter.  However  they  may  help 
you  feel  better.  The  doctor 
may  not  prescribe  anything 
if  he  feels  that  the  symp¬ 
toms  are  not  severe 
enough  or  that  you  are  re¬ 
covering  already. 

If  a  thorough  check  up  re¬ 
veals  no  physical  problem, 
the  doctor  may  suggest 
that  the  patient  get  coun¬ 
seling  help  rather  than  pre¬ 
scribe  drugs,  as  some  ill¬ 
nesses  are  caused  by  per¬ 
sonal  problems  and  pre¬ 


scription  drugs  do  not  get 
to  the  root  of  these  prob¬ 
lems. 

Other  illnesses  may  be 
related  to  some  personal 
habits.  A  person  may 
cough  because  he  smokes 
too  much.  The  doctor  may 
suggest  that  he  stop  smok¬ 
ing  rather  than  prescribe  a 
cough  medicine.  Again,  the 
medicine  may  stop  the 
cough  temporarily,  but 
doesn’t  prevent  the  dam¬ 
age  to  the  lungs. 

Unfortunately,  there  are 
some  illnesses  for  which 
there  are  no  good  treat¬ 
ment  known.  The  under¬ 
standing  doctor  will  always 
try  to  explain  this  to  you. 

In  short,  all  drugs  have 
side  effects  and  the  doctor 
tries  to  weigh  the  benefit 
against  the  harm.  You 
should  never  be  afraid  to 
ask  your  doctor  why  he  has 
not  prescribed  anything  for 
your  illness.  Your  doctor 
will  always  try  to  explain 
his  reasoning  to  you.

Fathers:  equal  partners 
in  child  bearing

The  role  of  a  father  has 
been  very  different  at  differ¬ 
ent  times  in  history.  At 
first,  fathers  were  the  ones 
to  help  their  wives  during 
childbirth.  This  was  true  in 
the  early  history  of  the 
United  States  when  neigh¬ 
bors  live  too  far  away  to 
help  and  is  still  true  in 
some  rural  areas  today.  In 
most  communities,  how¬ 
ever,  women  first  self 
trained,  then  trained  by 
those  experienced  who  had 
learned  by  doing  and  now 
by  professionally  trained 
midwives,  started  helping 
other  women  at  the  time  of 
childbirth.  Then  as  women 
started  to  have  babies  in 


hospitals,  doctors  were  the 
ones  to  deliver  the  babies. 
For  most  fathers,  this  pro¬ 
cess  has  pushed  him  fur¬ 
ther  and  further  away  from 
the  birthing  experience. 
Childbirth  became  defined 
as  women’s  work  and  the 
only  job  fathers  had  to  do 
was  to  get  his  wife  to  the 
hospital  and  then  wait. 

For  many  men  this  is 
now  changing.  More  and 
more  fathers  are  becoming 
involved  in  child  care,  and 
nfiany  of  them  want  to  start 
that  involvement  before  the 
baby  is  born.  They  want  to 
know  more  about  the  preg¬ 
nancy,  labor,  delivery,  and 
infant  care.

Is  tooth  loss  inevitable?

It  has  been  a  popular  be¬ 
lief  that  tooth  loss  is  an  in¬ 
evitable  result  of  aging. 
However  according  to  den¬ 
tal  authorities,  the  loss  of 
teeth  is  not  due  to  old  age, 
but  rather  to  the  diseases 
of  the  supporting  struc¬ 
tures  of  the  teeth  (the 
gums,  dental  bones,  and 
ligaments,)  caused  by  im¬ 
proper  home  care. 

In  America  today,  four 
out  of  five  persons  over  the 
age  of  fifteen  show  some 
signs  of  gum  disease.  In 
the  early  stages  pain  and 
discomfort  are  not  usually 
noted.  Common  symptoms 
are  bleeding  of  the  gums 
during  the  brushing  of  the 
teeth  and  changes  of  the 
gum  color  from  a  healthy 
pink  to  an  inflamed  red. 

The  villain  in  gum  di¬ 
sease  is  plaque.  Plaque  is  a 
sticky  gel-like  substance 
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that  is  present  in  all 
mouths.  It  consists  basic¬ 
ally  of  bacteria,  food  de¬ 
bris,  and  saliva.  Its  favorite 
hiding  places  are  the 
spaces  between  the  teeth 
and  crevices  of  the  gums.  If 
this  plaque  is  not  properly 
removed  on  a  daily  basis,  it 
rapidly  accumulates,  har¬ 
dens  and  adheres  to  these 
areas  tightly,  making  it  dif¬ 
ficult  to  remove.  The  bac¬ 
teria  in  the  plaque  releases 
acids  that  cause  the  gums 
to  be  red  and  inflamed.  This 
chronic  irritating'  process 
will  lead  to  the  recession  of 
.gums  and  supporting 
bones  and  the  eventual 
loss  of  teeth. 

Although  a  serious  prob¬ 
lem,  gum  disease  is  a  slow 
process  and  highly  prevent¬ 
able.  The  earlier  one  recog¬ 
nizes,  the  causes  and  ef¬ 
fects  of  this,  disease,  the 
earlier  one  can  take  the 
proper  measures  to  prevent 


and  control  the  disease. 

Prevention  is  best  done 
by  taking  two  basic  meas¬ 
ures:  proper  practice  of 
daily  oral  hygiene  and 
semi-annual  check-up  with 
a  dentist  and  dental  hygen- 
ist.  Good  oral  hygiene  prac¬ 
ticed  daily  at  home  is  most 
important.  The  only  tools 
needed  are  a  toothbrush 
and  dental  floss.  Most 
people  spend  too  little  time 
brushing  their  teeth,  and 
the  way  they  brush  is  often 
incorrect.  One  should  use  a 
rounded,  soft-bristled 
brush,  and  place  emphasis 
on  brushing  the  spaces 
where  the  gum  meets  the 
tooth.  Since  a  toothbrush  is 
not  designed  to  clean  the 
spaces  between  the  teeth, 
dental  floss  is  recommen¬ 
ded  to  ensure  removal  of 
plaque  in  these  areas.  Your 
dentist  and  dental  hygien¬ 
ist  can  show  you  the  proper 
way  of  brushing  and  floss¬ 
ing  your  teeth.

SOUTH  END  SITES 


The  Rollins  Street  site  (off 
Washington  Street)  and  the  Victory 
Gardens  site  (on  East  Berkeley)  are 
in  the  South  End.  They  are  two  of 
the  few  vacant  sites  remaining  in  the 
South  End  under  BRA  ownership. 
The  Rollins  Street  site  is  approx¬ 
imately  94,000  square  feet  and 


could  accommodate  about  40  units. 

The  city  is  reluctant  to  allocate 
any  more  Section  8  subsidies  to  the . 
South  End,  and  a  South  End  com¬ 
munity  group  has  warned  that  it  will 
try  to  block  any  further  subsidized 
housing  in  the  South  End.  However. 


the  city  would  have  to  seriously  con¬ 
sider  a  specific,  workable  develop¬ 
ment  scheme  proposed  by  a  capable 
developer  with  strong  community 
support  Nevertheless,  these  South 
End  sites  do  not  present  immediate 
opportunities. 
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VILLA  VICTORIA 


Chinatown  is  not  alone  in  its 
struggle  to  build  low  and  moderate 
income  housing  for  its  residents.  The 
goal  is  not  unrealistic,  it  has  already 
been  achieved  by  other  communities 
in  Boston.  Villa  Victoria  is  a  good  ex¬ 
ample  of  a  community  initiated  and 
sponsored  project  which  provides 
much  needed  housing  for  its  resi¬ 
dents.  It  is  a  625  unit  housing 
development  for  elderly  and  mixed 
income,  predominately  Puerto  Rican 
families  in  Boston's  South  End.  It 
was  developed  through  a  com¬ 
munity  corporation  called  Inquillinos 
Borecuas  in  Accion  (IBA). 

In  1968  the  South  End's  Puerto 
Rican  neighborhood  was  scheduled 
for  demolition  through  the  process 
of  urban  renewal.  This  made  the  is¬ 


sue,  of  displacement  a  serious  one 
for  the  families  and  individuals  of  the 
neighborhoods.  It  was  then  that  IBA 
vvas' formed.  Later,  with  the  help  of 
the  BRA,  IBA  set  up  a  non-profit 
corporation  to  sponsor  and  manage 
the  development  of  the  housing.  To 
do  this  the  corporation  used  funds 
from  the  Federal  government,  foun¬ 
dations  and  other  organizations,  and 
loans  from  banks. 

IBA  controls  the  management 
and  maintenance  of  Villa  Victoria 
through  a  board  of  residents  who 
oversee  a  staff  of  hired  professionals 
and  trained  residents.  Over  2000 
residents  of  Villa  Victoria  have 
memberships  in  IBA  .  The  fee  to  par¬ 
ticipate  and  claim  membership  is 
$1. 
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FINANCIAL  FEASIBILITY 


We  have  done  preliminary  finan¬ 
cial  feasibility  analyses  for  two  of 
the  sites  surveyed  —  the  Pine  Street 
site  and  the  Rollins  Street  site  in  the 
South  End.  We  have  concluded  that 
both  of  them  are  feasible. 

In  doing  these  analyses,  we  made 
several  key  assumptions.  For  Pine 
Street,  we  assumed  that  we  could 
develop  32  housing  units  and  that 
Section  8  rent  subsidies  would  be 
available  from  the  City  for  each  unit. 


We  further  assumed  that  a  perma¬ 
nent  mortgage  loan  could  be  ob¬ 
tained  at  current  interest  rates  under 
the  Federal  government's  Tandem 
Plan,  and  a  construction  loan  from 
the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance 
Agency.  Finally,  we  assumed  con¬ 
struction  costs  for  Pine  Street  of 
$36,000  per  unit.  For  the  Rollins 
Street  site,  we  analyzed  a  develop¬ 
ment  of  150  housing  units.  We 


again  assumed  that  Section  8  sub¬ 
sidies  would  be  available.  A  perma¬ 
nent  mortgage  loan  and  a  construc¬ 
tion  loan  at  current  interest  rates 
were  also  assumed.  Construction 
costs  were  assumed  to  be  $42,900 
per  unit.  Finally,  for  both  sites  we  as¬ 
sumed  that  the  land  could  be  ac¬ 
quired  for  substantially  less  than 
market  value,  which  is  not  un¬ 
reasonable  as  both  sites  are  current¬ 
ly  owned  by  the  BRA. 
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What  can  the  community  do  now 
to  increase  its  supply  of  low  and 
moderate  income  housing?  The  first 
and  most  urgent  step  is  to  form  a 
broad-based  coalition  of  community 
groups  and  individuals  to  address 
Chinatown's  housing  needs.  This 
must  be  done  immediately  to  take 
advantage  of  existing  opportunities. 

The  coalition  must  then: 

1.  SecOre  the  Section  8 
units  that  have  already  been  al¬ 
located  to  the  Chinatown  NSA 
by  taking  the  following  actions: 


NEXT  STEPS 


first,  petition  the  Mayor's  Office 
of  Housing  to  change  the  NSA 
boundaries:  second,  identify  a 
sponsor/developer  to  package 
the  Section  8  units:  and  third, 
work  with  the  spon- 
scr/developer  to  get  the  BRA 
to  transfer  land  it  owns  to  the 
sponsor/developer. 

2.  Fight  displacement  of  Chinese 
residents  from  the  South  End 
and  South  Cove.  More  units 
now  occupied  by  Chinese  resi¬ 
dents  are  likely  to  be  lost 
though  rising  rents  and  con-

dominium  conversions  than  are 
likely  to  be  built  or  rehabilitated 
in  the  near  future. 

Identify  a  sponsor/developer 
and  suitable  sites  for  housing  in 
the  South  End. 

Begin  to  negotiate  with  Tufts 
and  the  BRA  to  acquire  space 
for  housing  at  the  Posner  Hall 
block  and  the  other  CHOP 
sites. 

Publicize  the  housing  pro¬ 
blems  and  possible  solutions, 
and  generate  widespread  com¬ 
munity  debate  and  support.

Resignations 


For  thousands  of  Viet¬ 
namese  refugees,  the  trauma 
and  suffering  of  leaving  their 
country,  their  family,  and 
friends  behind  is  over,  but  the 
real  trial  begins  when  they 
reach  the  shores  of  their  new 
home.  In  the  United  States 
thousands  of  the  Vietnamese 
refugees  have  found  jobs, 
homes,  and  a  new  way  of  life, 
but  not  without  much  diffi¬ 
culty  and  perseverence. 

The  journey  from  Vietnam 
to  refugee  camps  in  Hong 
Kong,  Australia  and  other 
stops  over  places  is  long  and 
disorienting.  A  refugee  may 
have  to  wait  in  a  camp  any¬ 
where  from  two  weeks  to  sev¬ 
eral  months  before  getting 
passage  on  a  boat  or  plane  to 
the  U.S. 

The  newly  arrived  refugee 
is  meet  by  a  sponsor  in  the 
U.S.,  usually  from  a  religious 
organization.  Once  settled, 
the  long,  arduous  task  of  ad¬ 
justing  to  a  new  life,  a  new 
culture  and  society  begins.In 
Boston  there  are  various 
agencies  which  provide  help, 
such  as  job  placement,  wel¬ 
fare  registration,  and  lan¬ 
guage  training. 

In  Boston  Ghinatown,the 
Chinese  American  Civic  As¬ 
sociation  (CACA)  has  been 
providing  job  counciling  and 
language  training  services 
for  Vietnamese  refugees 
since  November  1979. 


Three  individuals  at  CACA 
are  working  closely  with  the 
Vietnamese  refugees.  They 
are:  Vy  Tran,  a  job  counselor, 
Ed  Mclnnis,  the  job  de¬ 
veloper,  and  Kerry  Yang,  the 
administrator  of  the  English 
as  a  Second  Language  prog¬ 
ram  (ESL). 

There  are  various  other 
agencies  in  Boston  which  aid 
refugees:  for  example,  the  In¬ 
ternational  Institute  also 
does  job  counseling  and 
placement,  and  offers  morn¬ 
ing  and  evening  ESL  classes, 
and  social  services  which 
range  from  getting  refugees 
registered  for  welfare  to 
teaching  the  new  immigrants 
about  banking  or  teaching  re¬ 
fugees  how  to  use  an  elevator. 
The  United  Community 
Planning  Corporation  (UCPC) 
provides  information  and  re¬ 
ferral  to  refugees. 

The  most  pervasive  prob¬ 
lem  of  the  refugees,  according 
to  Mclnnis  is  the  language 
barrier.  The  ESL  classes  at 
the  CACA  are  full  with  about 
25  people  in  each.  According 
to  the  International  Insti¬ 
tute,  there  is  a  waiting  list  of 
50  people  for  the  ESI  classes 
there.  “There  is  obviously  a 
need  for  more  ESL  (English 
language  training), ’’said 
Mclnnis. 

Another  major  problem  is 
to  place  refugees  into  jobs  in 
which  they  will  be  able  to  as¬ 


similate.  Some  people  expect 
the  refugee  to  learn  English 
on  the  job,  but  oftentimes  a 
refugee  worker  will  feel 
stupid  because  he  cannot 
communicate  and  leave  the 
job.  Other  .times,  he  will  have 
to  quit  because  he  cannot 
read  certain  information  es¬ 
sential  to  the  task  he  per¬ 
forms.  Unable  to  communi¬ 
cate  with  one’s  superior,  the 
individual  does  not  know 
what  he  is  supposed  to  do  in  a 
job. 


According  to  Kerry  Yang, 
“It  is  not  necessarily  true 
that  the  Vietnamese  will 
learn  English  on  the  job. 
Working  in  a  dry  cleaners  cer¬ 
tainly  does  not  teach  one  En¬ 
glish.  I  think  alot  of  refugees 
are  pushed  into  work  too  soon. 
They  should  stay  on  welfare 
awhile,  learn  English  and  get 
into  a  position  where  they  can 
pursue  a  career.  When  they 
are  immediatly  forced  into  a 
job  where  they  work  all  day, 
they  are  often  too  tired  to 
take  English  classes  at 
night.” 

The  ESL  program  at  CACA 
has  three  teachers:  Yin  Yin 
Mao,  Mathew  Toby,  and 
Meintje  Westerbeck,  who 
teach  the  beginning  and  ad¬ 
vanced  classes  for  youth  and 
adults.

the  CACA  program  not  just  a 
job  center,  but  a  counseling 
center  as  well.  The  staff  at 
CACA  will  take  the  refugees 
around  Boston,  acquaint  the 
refugees  with  simple  ac¬ 
tivities,  such  as  taking  out  a 
library  card,  which  is  one  of 
their  first  forms  of  documen¬ 
tation.  The  refugees  are 
taught  how  to  do  the  every¬ 
day  tasks  they  need  to  know 
in  order  to  function  in  their 
new  environment. 

Another  problem  the  Viet¬ 
namese  seem  to  have  is  cop¬ 
ing  with  the  cold  New  Eng¬ 
land  weather.  According  to 
Yang,  one  man  quit  his  auto 
mechanics  job  the  first  day 
because  he  was  too  cold,  and 
also  “I  think  it  was  also  fear 
and  confusion,”  she  said.

agency  away  from  some 
things  I  saw  were  happening.’ 
Guen  said  there  were  two 
votes  not  supporting  the 
executive  director.  ‘Mine  was 
one  of  them,’  Guen  said.  ‘Since 
I  was  not  in  100  percent  with 
the  board,  I  felt  it  was  time  to 
go.’ 

Some  of  those  who  resigned 
would  not  be  quoted  because  , 
they  said,  they  still  have  to 
work  at  CEDC  until  June  6. 

May  Ling  Tong,  who  was  in 
charge  of  the  Chef  Training 
School  and  the  recently 
opened  Newcomer’s  Center, 
said  she  quit  because,  ‘This 
agency’s  goals  no  longer  my 
personal  goals,  which  are 
doing  things  for  the  commun¬ 
ity.’
